FIRST ; 

Allow me to suggest that we consider 
WHAT YOUR PRESENCE IN THE

sphere of labor where your spiritual and 
other weaknesses can be so painfully 
manifest. Your labor or service in the 
pulpit may be that of overwhelming 
power for good, or it may be that of 
shameful and tragic defeat. Therefore, 
you should be always: conscious of your 
calling, who it is that calls you, and 
what that calling signifies, that you 
have accepted a call from God and that 
He has appointed you to an office in- 
stituted by Himself and for His glory, 
that you are to speak for Him and are 
accountable to Him (2 Tim. 4:1) for 
your efforts while filling such office. 
Knowing that your call is a solemn sum- 
mons from the Almighty, aware of the 
fact that the Church of God has hon- 
ored you by complying with the request 
of the Holy Ghost to set you forth to 
the work whereunto He has called you, 
Acts 13:2, you should love that calling 
and with glowing delight endeavor to 
abide therein in such a manner as to 
glorify God, honor the Church and bless 
your congregation. You are to have but 
one great passion and should live for it 
only—THE GLORIOUS WORK OF 
MINISTERING IN THE GOSPEL OF 
CHRIST.

OTHER ‘BIBLICAL CHARACTERS 
WHO WERE EXAMPLES 

Notice Gideon, Judges 6, how God 
looked upon him. God had a great work 
for someone to do, He wanted one who 
would be an example and He chose Gid- 
eon for the work. No doubt there were 
many who were better qualified to do 
this work, better educated, maybe came 
from great families, etc., but God saw 
something in Gideon that man could not 
see. Notice his excuse in v. 15, “And he 
said unto him, Oh my Lord, wherewith 
shall I save Israel? behold, my family is 
poor in Manasseh, and I am the least in 
my father’s house.” But God would 
have him go, so He gave him 32,000 
men to go with him, but they had to be 
tested out. Twenty-two thousand went 
back because they were fearful. 

Many today fail to be examples in 
the testing time, but Gideon went on, 
still showing to be an example after 
losing so great a number. They had to 
be tested again at the water’s edge. The 


Bible said to watch and pray, but we 
find here that many failed to watch; 
they bowed down to drink, keeping no 
watch for the enemy. God saw that 
they would not do for examples; all 
failed but three hundred, but Gideon 
would not be discouraged. He took what 
was left and obeyed God and won the 
victory. How? By being an example. 
Many, I fear, have started out for God 
but have become discouraged because 
someone else failed to prove to be an ex- 
ample (fearful and drinkers).

1 Sam. 17. David was an example 
when he visited the camp and found Saul 
and his army all afraid of the man Go- 
liath who would come out and defy the 
army of Israel or the armies of the liv- 
ing God. His own brother Eliab’s anger 
was kindled against him for showing 
signs that he wanted to fight the great 
Goliath, but David wanted to be an ex- 
ample. King Saul nor any of his army 
would undertake the job. In v. 33 Saul 
tells him that he is not able to go

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Not a Word 


“And when he was accused of the 
chief priests and elders, he answered 
nothing. Then said Pilate unto him, 
Hearest thou not how many things they 
witness against thee? And he answered 
him to never a word,” Matt. 27:12-14. 

Jesus was our example while He was 
on earth, and He said that we must be 
like Him for we shall see Him as He is. 
Below I am quoting a little tract writ- 
ten by Stephen Merritt, that was handed 
to me, because I believe it is the best of 
its kind I have ever read. 

“NOT RAILING FOR RAILING, 
not a word. How much is lost by a 
word! Be still; keep quiet; if they smite 
you on one cheek, turn the other also. 
Never retort. Hush—not a word! Nev- 
er mind your reputation nor character 
—they are in His hands, and you mar 
them by trying to retain them. 

“OPEN NOT Y O U R MOUTH. 
SILENCE! A word will grieve, disturb, 
frighten away the gentle dove. Hush— 
not a word! Are you misunderstood? 
Never mind. Will it hurt your influ- 
ence and weaken your power for good? 
Leave it to Him. His to take care and 
charge. Are you wronged and your good 
name tarnished? All right. Be it yours 
to be MEEK AND LOWLY; simple 
and gentle—not a word. Let Him keep 
you in perfect peace; stay your mind 
on Him; trust in Him. Hush! Be quiet 
before the world and rest in Him. Not 
a word of argument, debate or contro- 
versy. Mind your own business; be still. 

“NEVER JUDGE NOR CON- 
DEMN, never arraign nor censure. Not 
a word! Never an unclean or an unkind 
expression. Never a doubt nor a fear. 
Never a disparaging remark of another. 
As you would others should do to the 
world, so do ye. 

“PAUSE! BE STILL! SELAH! Not 
a word, emphatically; not even a look, 


that will mar the sweet serenity of the 
soul. Get still. Know God. Keep silent 
before Him. Stillness is better than 
noise. 

“Not a word of murmuring nor com- 
plaining in supplication; not a word of 
nagging nor persuading. Let language 
be simple, gentle, quiet; you utter not 
a word, but give Him opportunity to 
speak. Hearken to hear His voice. Listen 
to obey. This is the way to honor and to 
know Him. Not a word—not the last 
word! 

“WORDS MAKE TROUBLE. Be 
still. This is the voice of the Spirit. Take 
no thought for tomorrow; worry not 
about home, church or business cares. 
Cast all on Him, and not a word. We 
think so hard, pray so hard, and trust 
so hard, that we become unrestful and 
disquieted and noisy, and thus drive 
Him away. Worry makes the place of 
His abiding unpleasant, and He leaves. 

“NOT A WORD TO ANYONE of 
your worries, nor of desire to know what 
to do. Take it not out of His hands. He 
is to keep in perfect peace; but do not 
go to another for wisdom or direction. 


“I HAD A SEVERE TRIAL, long 
continued. I rode with a dear brother in 
the cars, and I opened to him my heart, 
and poured out my weighty burdens in 
his ears; I took his earnest advice to my 
heart. His voice was not the mind of the 
Spirit, and when I returned to my seat 
in the car, the Spirit gently said to me, 
‘So you went to him? You could not 
trust me?’ It broke my heart. I apolo- 
gized, was forgiven, restored and deter- 
mined never to take my case out of His 
hands again, and to take as my motto for 
my spiritual life: Not a word. 

“CEASE, BELOVED, FROM YOUR- 
SELF; from your own things and works. 
Let the Holy Ghost have play. Get still 
from restless activity, and give Him a 
chance to speak and to do. 

“Not a word. Witness in love. Just a 
word for Jesus. ‘Ye are my witnesses.’ 
But that is not all. 

“SURRENDER SELF TO HIM. Let 
your conquered spirit keep quiet. Let 
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your lips be closed, your tongue be tied, 
your voice be hushed, your look be love. 
Let Him control, and a sound of gentle 
stillness will permeate your being, spread- 
ing the sweet aroma of peace and de- 
light upon all around. 

“AND WHILE YOUR HEART IS 
HUSHED and your mouth closed—in 
the sweet, small voice, like the dew of 
the morning, the gentle light of sunshine,

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Consent Thou Not! 


All outward sin begins first with an 
inward consent. It is impossible to grieve 
God or man until there has been the 
cherished consent. Satan may work long 
and hard, but he wins out the moment 
the will consents, though the overt act 
may not be consummated for months or 
years, or never. Nevertheless, Satan sits 
back and looks on with fiendish delight 
to see the soul, little by little, prepare the 
way for a final surrender. 

The temptation or solicitation is first 
presented to the mind or intelligence. 
The intelligence looks at it for a mo- 
ment, then passes it over to the reason. 
Here begins a royal debate, pro and con, 
generally at first in favor of right. But 
now comes the crucial decision when the 
will, the executive of man, finally as- 
sumes control and either sets aside or en- 
dorses all that reason has hitherto ar- 
gued. Now angels and devils must look 
on with bated breath to see the deliver- 
ance or downfall of a soul. 

A very godly evangelist came a long 
distance to have us pray for him, declar- 
ing he was backslidden in heart. I could 
not at first believe it. He related that he 
had committed no sin. Nevertheless, 
where he was entertained one night he 
heard a gentle knock on his door, but de- 
clined to open to the pretty creature out- 
side; hence she departed for the time be- 
ing. Later he heard the knock again and 
once more resisted and did not open. But, 
the sad thing was when, after consider- 
ation, he inwardly consented in his mind 
to open if the knock came the third 
time. God in mercy did not permit it, 
but guilt was incurred just the same— 
for reason had been silenced and set 
aside and now the will had finally con- 
sented to evil. God sometimes seems to 
leave us, as in Hezekiah’s case, ‘that 
he may try us and know all that is in 
our hearts.” 

Oh, what a place the judgment will 
be when sinners will be condemned, not 
only for actions committed, but for de- 
sires entertained! On the other hand, 
saints will be rewarded, not only for 
good deeds, but for benevolent inten- 
tions (unperformed for lack of ability 
or opportunity). 

The “tage of consent” frequently fig- 
ures in court proceedings. When in 
South Africa two years ago we saw a 
colored man in chains because he had as- 
saulted one of the fine (black) school- 
teachers. How indignant we all felt to- 
ward this creature! He came clear in 
court when it was proven that the teach- 


er had not positively resisted, but on the 
other hand half way consented. O broth- 
er, your great Advocate, Jesus Christ 
Himself, cannot clear you though He 
longs to do so, if, when your case is 
called, it can be proven that you inward- 
ly consented to Satan’s proposition. It is 
worse to sin against God and nobody 
know it, than to sin against others and 
everybody know it. 

Now what is the proper thing to do? 
Nip every suggestion in the bud, and “If 
sinners entice thee, consent thou not!’ 
Blessed be God. You may be so pure in 
heart that, like your adorable Lord, you 
can say, “The prince of this world com- 
eth, and hath nothing in me.”—E. E.

who would please the Lord. “For whoso- 
ever shall do the will of God, the same is 
my brother, and my sister, and mother.” 
Mark 3:35. 

It was estimated that in 1936 sixty 
thousand churches in this country did 
not have a single convert. And nine 
thousand closed their doors altogether. 
Other similar stories could be related. 
What is the matter? 

Jesus said to the infant church, “But 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, until 
ye be endued with power from on high,” 
Luke 24:49. Neglect of this command 
(which extends to all believers, Acts 2: 
39) is sufficient reason for such a condi- 
tion. It was a church endued with the 
power of the Holy Ghost sent down 
from heaven that God designed to use 
in evangelizing the world, Acts 1:8. 

If we could have one great funeral 
and bury all the selfs in the church, per- 
manent peace and harmony would be 
assured ever afterward. Mr. Self and his 
kindred have done more to hinder the 
progress of the kingdom of God than 
most any other class. He has brought 
about more “church splits” than a few, 
and when he is in power the Prince of 
Peace is driven out. Self has no place 
in the work of the Kingdom.—Sel.

Letter From Africa

Dear ones in the homeland, greetings 
in Jesus our Lord and soon coming 
King! 

“Cast thy bread upon the waters: 
for thou shalt find it after many days,” 
Eccl. 11:1. 

Last Friday I was asked to go along 
with some of the lady missionaries of 
this mission station to visit some of the 
native villages some distance from here. 
Indeed I was glad to go. I only longed 
to be able to speak with the native wom- 
en in their own language but we must 
be patient. The Lord is wonderfully 
helping us in the language study. 

We left early as the women of these 
villages always go early to their farms 
at this time of the year. Word had been 
sent on a day or so before that we 
would be there and so we found many 
of the women waiting for us. Mr. Bo- 
daly (a missionary friend out here) 
took us in the car to the central village 
of this section we were visiting this day, 
and so were able to make a trip in a 
few minutes which would have taken 
at least two hours by foot. But this was 
as far as the car could go; the rest of 
the way we went on foot. We were four 
ladies, so two went across a river and 
visited four villages in that direction 
having services in each village and I 
went with our little Portuguese sister, 
Edith, to other villages. 

Edith is a dear Christian and loves 
the Lord’s work. She is seventeen but 
all for the Lord. We went first to the 
capital village which was a very large 
village. We were greeted by half-clad 
natives and the children with only a 
wee rag about their waist and anything 
but clean. But we had not come to see 
this, we had come to give them the 
“Bread of Life” for which they had long 
waited. We went on into the village. As 
we passed along we did not see any beau- 
tiful buildings and parks here. No, in- 
stead we saw small mud huts with grass 
roofs which were not far from each 
other and a high fence, made of logs, 
about three to six inches across and sev- 
en or eight feet high, which surrounded 
the quarters of each family and their 
relations. The place for a gate was on- 
ly a very narrow passageway which 
often caused one to turn sideways to 
get through. We passed on and came to 
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a wee shed or some sort of a house set- 
ting about four feet from the ground 
on four posts. This was the place for 
the idols of this part of the village. We 
dare not touch them, and, taking sec- 
ond thought, we did not want to touch 
them as they were covered with filth. 


We hurried as we had far to go. We 
made our way through this village and 
went to every hut where we found any- 
one at home. We saw women working 
with a white root vegetable called 
“mandioc.” This had been soaking in 
some near-by pool of water for a week 
or so and now had been brought to the 
village to be prepared for food. I was 
glad not to be invited for dinner that 
day. We passed on to other huts. Here 
we saw a woman who was ill and with- 
out the Lord. How we longed to be able 
to witness to her in her own language. 
But in this case we could only ask the 
Lord to help her. We passed on, finding 
pigs, chickens, goats, etc., everywhere 
in the village, and everything that goes 
with such. But we scarcely noticed 
these things as we found many people 
in the village, and waiting for us. As 
we passed along from house to house we 
invited to the Onjanga (the large open 
space in the center of the village) where 
we held the service. There was no church 
building of any kind in this town nor in 
the other three we visited that morning. 
There was no hall we could rent so we 
sat in the sun which was hot as only this 
tropical sun can get. To be sure we were 
glad for our helmets (which is the hat 
we wear out here). The natives did not 
seem to mind the sun so much. By the 
time we reached the Onjanga we had a 
good crowd waiting there for us. We 
sang a gospel song in their language 
(yes, I helped in this). By the time we 
were through the first hymn our crowd 
had increased. Miss Edith Salvidor, who 
was with me, read from the third chap- 
ter of John and gave them a precious lit- 
tle talk. The people sat very still which 
is very hard for them to do. I counted 
one hundred fifty sitting here listening 
to the Werd of God. Some were sitting 
on sticks of wood, others were fortun- 
ate enough to have a wee little stool 
made by some chief in the village, but 
most of them sat on the ground and 
there was no grass there either. It would 
have done your heart good to hear them 
sing, ‘What can wash away my sins? 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus” in their 
own language. These heathen men and 
women who had gathered for this service 
did not know the song but some Chris- 
tian women had come along with us 
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from another village and they were able 
to help in the singing. We must hasten 
on to the other villages which we must 
visit this morning. We would like to 
be able to stay on longer but others 
wait for this same message of life. We 
may be able to visit this village again; 
we hope so. 

As we walk along the narrow jungle 
trail to the next village we see many 
of the people following from the capital 
village. This village is not so large as 
the capital village but over one hundred 
people gather to listen to the Word of 
Life after we have walked all through 
the village and invited everyone out to 
service. To be sure everyone did not 
come and, too, by now it is getting late 
and not so many are to be found in the 
village though some wait for us, the 
missionaries with “good news.” How I 
did long for a kodak to take some pic- 
tures. We have one but I did not have 
it with me as we do not have films at 
present. In this village there was an old 
man who listened very attentively and 
in the midst of the message interrupted 
several times to say, ‘““The Word of God 
is good” and the expression on his face 
seemed to tell more than words. Pray 
that the Lord will not only save this 
man but many others we were privileged 
to witness to this morning. 

As we went on to the third and fourth 
village we saw some of the same people 
still following us from one to the other. 
As we went from house to house invit- 
ing the people out to service in the cen- 
ter of the town we found only a dirty 
little hut of one room and a smolder- 
ing fire, perhaps where they would cook 
a bit of mandioc mush or something 
for a wee bite to eat before leaving for 
their farms. This we found as we passed 
from house to house. We say, “Oh, what 
a shame, these poor people, with no bed, 
stove, nor anything of comforts in their 
homes.” Yes, this is not so pleasant to 
think about and therefore let’s think of 
the other side of it. The saddest part of it 
it all is they have no hope in the eternal 
home. Pray with us that the Lord will 
reach these hearts with the words they 
heard from the Bible that morning. 
Yes, “Cast thy bread upon the waters: 
for thou shalt find it after many days.” 
We were not able to know the thoughts 
of their hearts and as none expressed it 
outwardly we must leave it with Jesus. 

From this fourth village we went on 
to the village some distance away where 
there are many Christians who have 
gathered here from various villages as 
they have come to know the Lord and 
built their hut near the Christians. 
After resting a little a ram’s horn was 
sounded in place of a bell which called 
the Christians of this village to a church 
building which had been built by these 
natives themselves, of tall reeds tied

Thanks be unto God for the invention of 
the radio that helped me to find Christ. 
Five months later I received the Holy

The Bible School has been a great asset 
to me. The Lord led me here and I have 
never been sorry of it. It is the most 
spiritual place I have ever attended in 
the line of school. The atmosphere is 
heavenly and I admire it. I owe over one

Love had borne her aloft where Al- 
pine climbers could not go. Yet we are 
told the love Divine goes far beyond. 
“As the heavens are higher than the 
earth so are my ways higher than yotr 
ways, and my thoughts than your 
thoughts” (Isa. 55:9). “Can a woman 
forget her suckling child**? Yea, they 
may forget, yet will I not forget thee” 
(Isa. 49:15). 

The distinguishing mark of a Chris- 
tian is that he believes that God so loves 
hims while others do not. ‘“We have 
known and believed the love that God 
hath to us” (1 John 4:16). The un- 
saved one thinks of God as an austere 
Being, inexorable, marking down his 
faults and failures with grim anticipa- 
tion of the day of judgment. He knows, 
perhaps, that the Bible speaks of God’s 
love, and he would not think of disput- 


ing it, but in his heart he does not be- 


lieve it. 

Do you believe that God loves you 
more than any mother ever loved her 
child? Ask your heart if you _ believe 
these declarations of His love: 

“God is love. In this was manifested 
the love of God toward us, because that 
God sent His only begotten Son into the 
world, that we might live through 
Him” (1 John 4:9). “The Son of God, 
**loved me, and gave Himself for me” 
(Gal. 2:20). “Hereby perceive we the 
love of God, because He laid down His 
life for us” (1 John 3:16). Remember, 
there are only two classes. Which are 
you—a believer, or an unbeliever? 

A mother’s love took her beyond the 
highest point reached by Alpine climbers, 
with all their strength and skill. In like 
manner, the Lord Jesus has accomplished 
that which no one else in all the universe 
could do, and finished the work of re- 
demption to the perfect satisfaction and 
glory of God. In the joyful anticipation 
of having a redeemed people with Him, 
He “gave Himself for us” (Titus 2:14). 
“Who for the joy that was set before 
Him endured the Cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right hand 
of the throne of God” (Heb. 12:2).

before another congregation, define to 
yourself in simple, decisive terms, what 
you consider the purpose of your serv- 
ice, to what end your preaching and 
labor. Arrest yourself and compel your 
mind and heart to name just why you 
are in the Master’s service, to what end. 
Be always honest before God and con- 
fess what your ambition and purpose is 
for the day. Survey your course, use the 
Bible compass and chart and see if your 
ministry and service is to the same end 
as Rom. 1:16 (salvation of souls). 
Should an angel from God meet and 
challenge you as you enter the pulpit, 
as to your mission there, could you 
without fear or dread, hesitancy or 
stammer reply, I am on an urgent er- 
rand for my Lord? I am here to preach 
His gospel to men, and pray them in 
Christ’s stead to be reconciled to God, 
and by this I serve my Lord today. 


DO NOT 

Drone through the service, but steer. 
Too often preachers are out on the ocean 
sailing without any destination, out for 
anywhere and nowhere in _ particular, 
just whiling the hour away. Such serv- 
ices and such preaching reminds one of 
a vagrant, one who wanders from place 
to place with nothing worthwhile in 
view, when they should be possessed 
with the spirit of crusade. Every ele- 
ment of the service should work to one 
end. If you do not have sacred purposes 
in mind, irreverent things will arise and 
claim a portion of what should be sacred 
moments, such as cheap, jazzy songs, 
jestings, etc., for entertainment, causing 
the service to come to a close with the 
Holy Ghost grieved, the true saints sick 
and sinners untouched. But when you 
have done your best to prepare for the 
service, have sought God for a message 
and for an anointing to deliver it, then 
without fear or favor, without excuse or 
apology, boast or vanity, have delivered 
not only the message but your own soul, 
you may come to the benediction with 
fatigued body and tired mind, and even 
though midnight overtakes you before 
you sleep, and after others have closed 
their eyes in slumber, you will be made 
to rejoice as He who called and sent you, 
speaks from His throne to your heart 
saying, WELL DONE, GOOD AND 
FAITHFUL SERVANT.

against him nor fight him. Poor en- 


couragement from a man who was sup- 
posed to be a leader of God’s people, but 
God had already helped David kill a 
bear and a lion, so David took courage 
and put his trust in God, leaving those 
fearful ones behind. He said, ‘“The Lord 
that delivered me out of the paw of the 
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lion and bear will deliver me out of the 
hand of this Philistine.” 

There was King Saul and his mighty 
army filled with fear, maybe their knees 
smiting together, so to speak, but David 
knew that he was serving a God who 
was able to deliver His people from their 
enemies. As that great man Goliath 
came out to challenge them, David went 
forth to meet him. Notice how he went. 
He refused to use the king’s armor be- 
cause he had not proven it. The trouble 
with many people today, I fear, is they 
try to get by on someone else’s experi- 
ence or what they say is all right. David 
took with him the stones and sling and 
went by himself in the name of the 
Lord. That great Goliath came out to 
meet David well fixed up for battle, ‘as 
far as equipment is concerned, but God 
had an example there and as they drew 
near to each other old Saul and his army, 
no doubt, were almost holding their 
breath, as little David said he would 
prove to them that there was still a 
God in Israel. About that time David 
got in a hurry and ran to meet him, he 
put his hand into his bag and drew out 
a stone and slung it at the great Go- 
liath and down he went. The devil may 
look big or he may make a big bugaboo, 
but listen, God always has a spot uncov- 
ered that we can get a blow in that 
will win for us if we only go in the 
name of the Lord as David did. 

Now their trouble-maker was gone. 
David had been an example and won 
the victory for them. Notice what hap- 
pened. V. 52, “And the men of Is- 
rael and of Judah arose, and shouted.” 
We notice in the altar services there is 
always a faithful few who will pray and 
do all they can to get the seeker 
through and when they get one through 
the ones who do like Saul and his army, 
look on or talk and laugh, will run up 
and do more shouting than the ones who 
did the work, and go away and say, 
“Didn’t we have a good service. The 
Lord blessed me so much,” etc., when 
they didn’t do anything to bring about 
a shout. 
that God wants? As they returned from 
the chase and looked over their spoil, no 
doubt, they said, “Look what we did,” 
but it would not have happened had it 
not been for David. It is always the ex- 
amples that win the victory and we need 
more of them in our churches, then we 
would see the results.

So 
many want the big job at the front. Let 
someone else do these little things; big 
I’s and little U’s. Notice v. 16, “And 
let fall also some of the handfuls on 
purpose for her.” If we are willing to 
suffer hardships for God and His cause 
He will drop a blessing in our path to 
encourage us, but do what He wants 
us to do, not try to do the other fel- 
low’s job. 

ACTS 5:29 


“Then Peter and_ the other apostles 
answered and said, We ought to obey 
God rather than men,” after they had 
been beaten and punished in many ways. 
V. 41 says they rejoiced because they 
were counted worthy to suffer shame 
for His name. So it is with us today, 
many people try to stop services, cot- 
tage prayer meetings, etc., because of 


the noise; they say close the services at _ 


an early hour; don’t pray so loud when 
you pray for the sick in the homes, you 
wake up the people and make them 
nervous. Bless God, I think some peo- 
ple need to be waked up and troubled so 
they can’t sleep. Many would get gogd 
old time salvation and enjoy the noise. I 
fear there is a man-fearing spirit get- 
ting hold of many Church of God peo- 
ple which causes them to quiet down 
and cool off. I notice when there is 
plenty of noise, shouting and the serv- 
ices run to a late hour at night, the 
devil gets mad, the church house fills 
up and the preacher has something to 
preach to beside a number of empty 
benches, but as long as_ the _ services 
close out at 8:30 or 9:00 and no shout- 
ing, no noise, etc., there is nothing said 
about that from the devil’s crowd, and 
many of the church folks like that 
kind these days; but we need to be ex- 
amples. The noise and shouting goes 
with God’s people, it always has and 
let’s keep it up. This is no time to let 
down here and there. In Matt. 28:19, 
20 He said go teach the people. In Matt. 
10:7 He said preach, heal the sick, 
cleanse the leper, cast out devils, and 
raise the dead. I believe where this is 
carried on it will cause plenty of noise 
and shouting, but He said to be an ex- 
ample. 

When we think of the old © saints, 
those who have had the victory for a 
long, long time and hear them tell how 
God would bless them in years gone by, 
how His power and presence would fill 
and thrill them, we notice that many 
of them today have gotten away from 
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those good times, and see how far apart 
the shouts are, see how little they love 


‘ the house of God and His cause. Psa. 


65:4, “We shall be satisfied with the 
goodness of thy house.” Psa. 122:1, “I 
was glad when they said unto me, Let 
us go into the house of the Lord.” It 
seems that the devil has succeeded in 
stealing away that love for the house of 
God from many and we find them in a 
cold and indifferent state. But is that 
an example? Many times and in many 
places the pastor will work and pray 
and try to show his flock the need of 
being loyal on every line and they will 
act as much as to say, I have a head and 
I will butt as I please and it is none of 
your business, but just announce that 
a new preacher is coming, especially the 
state overseer and they will flock out 
and get a front seat and testify as big 
as any of the rest, then when that is over 
back home they go, maybe not to be 
seen in the services again for a month or 
two. Remember he said, “Be thou an ex- 
ample.”

I was to be 
the speaker at this service and after 
singing a few hymns in their own na- 
tive language and having prayer by one 
of the Christian men present, I brought 
the message by the help of the Lord 
and Mrs. Bodaly, who was along, inter- 
preted for me. I spoke from 2 Cor. 2: 
14-17. The Lord blessed His Word and 
hearts seemed touched. [t is not always 
our privilege to know what His Word 
is or has accomplished but we know Je- 
sus always knows and cares. 


At the close of the service I was told 
that one old lady past middle age had 
walked about a six hours’ journey that 
morning that she might be here at this 
service. She was a Christian, and to me 
it told she loved the Lord greatly to 
come that distance just to be in one 
service. Oh yes, some may say, I have 
hitchedhiked farther than that to be 
in one service. Perhaps you have, but 
this dear old lady could not “hitch- 
hike,” it was all hiking on her bare 
feet. Don’t say, “Poor woman!” She is 
not poor. Oh yes, she may be poor as 
far as this world’s goods are concerned, 
but I know she must be rich in the 
grace and love of God. Pray that there 
may be many more like her. 


We had lunch late, which we had 
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brought along with us, and then an- 
other service in the afternoon. After this 
we walked from house to house and 
visited every home before returning to 
the mission station. We were very tired, 
needless to say, after so much walking 
in the hot sun, but happy, and we long 
for the day to come when we will have 
permission of the government to do 
more. God is working and He answers 
prayer. 

We shall be glad to hear from any 
who may care to write us, and shall do 
our best to answer you. We trust you 
will take this work on your hearts, not 
because we are here, but because it is 
the Lord’s work and He died to save 
these souls. We long to see more saved 
and filled with the Holy Spirit before
